Portions 
of the testimony may. appear irrelevant 
but that is the mecessary result of such 
an inquiry, unless weeks had been al- 
lowed instead of a few days for its pros- 
ecution. 

The allegation that seventy thousand 
dollars were expended on the legislature 
of 1871 by the parties and for the pur-

Mr. Morril' denies any recollection of 
such statement, but cuggests that 
if it was made at all, he referred to 
the difference between the amount of 
the first inventory of the personal prop- 
erty of the railroad,placed by the state in 
possession of the lease company and the 
amount ofthe second inveatory of the 
same property made in 13872, between 
seventy-five thousand and one bundred 
thousand del'ars greater, which increase 
was regarded as so much loss to the com- 
pany. It was thoughtby Mr. Walker 
that Mr E W Cole, of Nashville, Tenn. 
at the time general superintendent of the 
railroad, may have been present, The 
latter when examined did not remember 
being present at the office of Mr. Walker 
on that occasion, or that suca a statement 
was made io his presence. Thetestimo- 
ny of Messrs Morrill and Cole being 
negative mercly, would not be sufficient 
to overcome the positive testimony of 
Mr Walker on that point,if he had given 
with certainty the subject matter of the 
conversation, so that the committee 
could ascertain the exact meaning of Mr 
Morrili’s statement. It remains a,matter 
of doubt what was said on thateOccasion

Mr. Morrill statesin substance in his | 
further examination, that between twen- 
ty and twenty-five thousand dollars was 
expended from the treasury of the com-

BROOM CORN. 
How to Raise It. 


Kirxwoop, February 16th, 1876. 
Col. Mark W. Johnson, DEAR S1R:—In 
reply to Mr. E. F. Way’s letter to you of 


the 8th inst., (which you banded me) in 
relation to the culture of broom corn and 


preparation for market and probable 
value, aliow me to give you my expe- 


ience. 
In 1870 I had some 14 acres of ordinary 


Jand on my Kirkwood farm well broken 


up with a turning plow in March, and 


the rows 314 to 4 feet apart made by a 


bull tongue plow. 1 had scattered some 
100 to 150 lbs of good fertilizers, (stable 


‘manure or Well rotted cotton seed would 


have been desired—as the land was des-

seed On il) tu the depth of some three or 
four inches, then a layer of rails at right 
angles to the first in same manner, with 
a isyer of straw as before, and so on un- 
til the desired height is attained, then 
cover with boards to prevent getting wet 
by rain. It may Jay thus untildried and 
then cleaned of seed by machine or 
hand. The yield of my crop was about 
400 pounds of straw dry per acre, and

The complainant’s alleged 
equity is, that he paid for his intestate, 
as a joint promissor on the notes,the sum 
of $2,686 45 as Spicer’s share on the 5th 
of December, 1859. The defendant de- 
nies all information as to that payment, 
except as furrished by complainant’s bill 
and hecould not have had any knowledge 
of it at the time of his purchase of the 
land, fur the simple reason that the pay- 
ment was not made until five or six years 
thereafter. It is truce the defendant had 
constructive notice of the mortgage, but 
at the same time had notice that the 
mortgage debt was the joint debt of 
Spicer and Wilkinson, and that the es- 
tate of the latter was entirely solvent. 
The defevdant therefore had no notice 
of the complainant’s alleged equity at the 
time he purchased the land, in the spring 
of 1853. This is not an attempt of the 
mortgagees, or of the assignee of the 
mortgagees for a valuable considera- 
tion, to collect the mortgage debt out of 
the mortgaged property, but it is an at- 
tempt by one of the mortgagors to col- 
lect out of the purchaser of a part of the 
mortgeged lands suld by one of the mort- 
agors, a debt which he was legally 

und to pay tothe mortgagecs as a 
joint promissor on the alleged ground 
that the land inthe nands of such 
purchaser, is charged with the burden 
of paying one-half of the mortgagor’s 
joint and several iiability to pay his own 
mortgages debt, of which payment by 
the complainant the defendant had no 
knowledge at the time of bis purchase of 
the land, and could not have had any, 
because no such payment had then been 
made. 

In view of the facts of this case as 
disclosed in the record, we are of the 
opinion that the defendant Warren, the 
purchaser of the land, has the superior 
equity as against the complainant, and 
that there was no error in deciding that 
the complamant was not entitied to the 
relief prayed for and in dismissing his 
bill. Let the judgment of the court be-
